When any pistol or revolver is re- 
sold, given away or in any other man- 
ner changes ownership, it must be 
re-registered in the new owner’s name. 
This does not permit the owner to 
sell or give weapons to aliens with- 
out the necessity of first obtaining a 
‘permit. as provided for by the Act. 

The following is a.quotation of the 
New. Act in force: : 

Registration of Pistols and Revolv- 
ers—Section 121A of Section 3, Chap- 
ter 47, Statutes of Canada, 1934, 
reads as follows: 

(1) Notwithstanding anything con- 
tained:in any section of this Act re- 
lating to the issue of licenses for Pis- 
tols and Revglvers, every one is guil- 
ty of an offénce and liable on sum-. 
mary conviction.to a fine not exceed- 
ing fifty dollars or to imprisonment 
for a period not exceeding. thirty 
days, or to both fine and imprison- 
ment, who has in his possession a 
Pistol or Revolver without having} 
registered the same as provided.
